“More than 15600 families already
have beenslisted by the Iled Cross cen-
sus as being in need of help. Mony of
thesa have lost all they possessed. These
families represent an approximate to-
ial of 7000 persons.

“Hundreds of dealers, large and
small, have been paralyzed by the flood,
which mmrlelels wiped out their stocks
and ruined their buildings.

"“The damage is estimnted at between
£15,000,000 and $25,000,000, exclusgive
of the loss to muniecipnl and railrond
property, as well as to highways.

“The flood vietims must be helped
to regnin normal ecoromic existence be-
fore the city ean return to ite position
as a self-sipporting community."’
